ARTICLE  THE  FIRST. 

There  shall  be  a firm  and  universal  Pe.ace 
betiA-eeii  his  Britannic  .Majesty  .and  the  United 
States,  and  between  their  respective  countries, 
territories,  cities,  towns  and  people,  of  every 
degree,  without  exc  ption  of  places  or  persons. 

All  h.istilities,  both  by  sea  and  land,  shall 
cease  as  soon  as  this  Treaty  shall  have  been 
ratifi^Al  by  both  p.arties,  as  herein  after  men- 
tioned. All  territory,  places,  and  p.iss  -ssions 
avlia'soever,  taken  from  cither  party  by  the 
other,  during  the  war,  or  which  may  be  taken 
after  the  signing  of  this  Treaty,  excepting  only 
the  island,s  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  re- 
stored without  delay,  and  without  causing  any 
de.struction,  or  carrying  aWay  any  of  the  artil- 
lery or  other  public  property  originally  cap- 
tured in  the  said  forts  or  places,  and  which 
shall  -emaln  therein  upon  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  this  Treaty,  or  any  slaves  or 
other  private  property  And  all  the  archives, 
records,  deeds,  and  papers,  either  of  a public 
nature,  or  belonging  to  private  persons,  which, 
in  the  coimse  of  the  ivar,  may  haA-e  fallen  inf- 
the  hands  of  the  officers  of  either  party,  shall 
he,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  forthwith  re- 
stored and  delivered  to  the  proper  authorities 
and  persons  to  whom  they  respectively  belong. 

Such  of  'he  islands  in  the  bay  of  Passama- 
quoddy  as  are  claimed  by  both  parties,  shall 
remain  in  the  possesrion  of  the  party  in  whose 
occupatio'i  they  may  be  at  the  time  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  Treaty, 
until  the  decision  respecting  the  title  to  the 
said  islands  shall  have  been  made  in  conformity 
With  the  f lurth  article  of  this  Treaty.  No 
disposiAuin  made  by  this  Treaty,  as  to  such 
possession  of  ihe  islands  and  territories  claim- 
ed by  both  parties,  shall,  in  any  manner  what- 
ever, be  construed  to  affect  the  right  of  either. 

ARTICLE  THE  SECOND

Whcieas  it  was  stipulated  by  the  second  ar- 
ticle in  the  treaty  of  peace,  of  one  thousand 
teven  hundred  and  eighty  three,  between  his 
Britannic  Majesty  and  the  U.  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, that  the  boundary  of  the  U.  States  should 
comprehend  all  islands  within  twenty  leagues 
of  any  pai  t of  the  shores  of  the  U.  States,  and 
lying  between  lines  to  be  drawn  due  cast  from 
the  points  where  the  aforesaid  boundaries,

and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  such  other 
place  or  places  as  they  shall  think  fit  ; The 
said  Commissioners  sliall,  by  a report  or  dec- 
laration, under  their  hands  and  seals,  desig- 
nate the  boundary  through  the  said  river,  lakes, 
and  water  communications,  and  decide  to 
which  of  the  two  contracting  parties  the  seve- 
ral islands  lying  within  the  said  river,  lakes, 
and  water  communications,  do  respectively  be- 
long, in  conformity  with  the  true  intent  of  tlie

And  in  the  event  of  the  said  two 
Commissioners  differing,  or  both,  or  either  of 
them  refusing,  declining,  or  wilfully  omitting 
to  act,  such  reports,  declarations  or  statements,

ARTICLE  THE  SEVENTH. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  said  two 
last  mentioned  commissioners,  after  they 
shall  have  executed  the  duties  assigned 
to  them  in  the  preceding  article,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  upon 
their  ealhs  itnpartially  to  fix  and  deter- 
mine, according  to  the  true  intent  of  the 
said  Treaty  of  Peace,  of  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  that  part 
of  the  boundary  between  the  dominions 
of  the  two  powers,  wnich  extends  from 
the  water  communication  between  lake 
Huron,  and  lake  Superior,  to  the  most 
north-western  point  of  the  Lake  of  the 
VV'oods,  to  decide  to  which  of  the  two 
parties  the  several  islands  lying  in  the 
lakes,  water  communications,  and  rivers, 
forming  the  said  bourdary,  do  respec- 
tively belong,  in  conformity  with  the  true 
intent  of  the  said  Treaty  of  Peace,  of  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-three  ; 
and  to  cause  such  parts  of  the  said  boun- 
dary, as  require  it,  to  he  surveyed  and 
marked.  The  said  Commissioners  shall, 
by  a rci>ort  or  declaration  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  designate  the  boundary 
aforesaid,  state  their  decisions  on  the 
points  thus  referred  to  them,  and  particu- 
larize the  latitude  and  longitude  of  the 
most  north-western  point  of  the  lake  of 
the  AVOods,and  of  such  other  parts  of  the  i 
said  boundary  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
•And  both  parties  agree  to  coii'ider  such 
designation  and  decision  as  final  and  con- 
clusive. And,  in  the  event  of  the  said 
two  Commissioners  differing,  or  both  or 
either  of  them  refusing,  declining,  or  wil- 
fully omitting  to  act,  such  reports,  de- 
clarations, or  statements,  shall  be  made 
by  them,  or  either  of  them  and  such  ref- 
erence to  a friendly  sovereign  or  state, 
shall  bo  made  in  all  respects,  as  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  fourth  article  is  contained, 
and  in  as  full  a manner  as  if  the  same  was 
herein  repeated. 

ARTICLE  THE  EIGHTH. 

The  several  boards  of  two  Commis- 
sioners mentioned  in  the  four  preceding 
articles,  shall  respectively  have  power  to 
appoint  a Secretary,  and  to  employ  such 
surveyors  or  other  persons  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary.  Duplicates  of  ail  their 
respective  reports,  declarations,  state- 
ments and  decisions,  and  of  their  accounts, 
and  of  the  journal  of  their  proceeding, 
shall  he  delivered  by  them  to  the  agents 
of  Ills  Britannic  Majesty)  and  to  the  a- 
gents  of  the  United  States,  who  may  be 
respectively  appointed  and  authorized  to 
manage  the  business  on  behalf  of  their 
respective  Governments.  The  said 
Commissioners  shall  be  respectively  paid 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  agreed  be- 
tween the  two  contracting  parties,  such 
agreement  being  to  be  settled  at  the  time 
of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty.  And  all  other  expenses  attend- 
ing the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  de- 
frayed equally  by  the  two  parties.  And 
in  the  case  ol  death,  sickness,  resignation, 
or  necessary  absence,  the  place  of  every 
such  Commissioner  respectively  shall  be 
supplied  in  the  same  manner  as  such 
Commissioner  was  first  appointed,  and 
the  new  Commissioner  shall  take  the 
same  oath  or  affirmation,  and  do  the  same 
duties.  It  is  further  agreed  between  the 
two  contracting  parties,  that  in  Case  any 
of  the  islands  mentioned  in  any  of  the 
preceding  articles,  which  were  in  the 
possession  of  one  of  the  parties  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  the  present 
war  between  the  two  countries,  should 
by  the  decision  of  any  of  the  boards 
of  Commissioners  aforesaid,  or  of  the 
sovereign  or  state  so  referred  to,  as  in 
the  four  next  preceding  articles  contain- 
ed, fall  within  tiie  dominions  of  the  other 
party,  all  grants  of  land  made  previous 
to  the  commencement  of  the  war  by  the 
party  having  had  such  possesion,  shall  be 
as  valid  as  if  such  island  or  islands,  had 
by  such  decision  or  decisions,  been  ad' 
judged  to  be  within  the  dominions  of  the 
parly  having  had  such  possession. 

ARTICLE  THE  NINTH. 

The  United  States  of  America  engage 
to  put  an  cud  immediately  after  the  ra- 
tification of  the  pi-esent  Treaty  to  hos- 
tilities with  all  the  tribes  or  nations  of 
Indians,  with  whom  they  may  be  at  war 
at  the  time  of  such  ratification ; and 
forthwith  to  restore  to  such  tribes  or  na^ 
tions,  respectively,  all  the  possessions, 
rights  and  privileges,  which  they  may 
have  enjoyed  or  been  entitled  to  in  one 
thousand  eight  hui.dred  and  eleven,  pre- 
vious to  such  hostilities : Provided 

alwavs,  that  such  tribes  or  nations  shall 
agree  to  desist  from  ail  hostilities,  a- 
gainst  the  United  States  of  .America, 
their  citizens  and  subjects,  upon  the  ra- 
tification of  the  present  treaty  being  no- 
tified to  such  tri^s  or  nations,  and  shall 
so  desist  accordingly.  And  His  Bri- 
tannic Majesty  engages,  on  his  part,  to 
put  an  end  immediately  after  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  present  treaty,  to  hostilities 
with  all  the  tribes  or  nations  of  Indians 
with  whom  he  may  be  at  war  at  the  time 
of  such  ratification,  and  forthwith  to  re- 
store to  such  tribes  or  nations,  respect- 
ively, all  the  possessions,  rights,  and 
privileges,  which  they  may  have  enjoyed 
or  been  entitled  to,  in  one  thousand  eight, 
hafidfed  and  eleven,  previous  to  such  hos- 
tilities ; Provide  altvays,^  that  such 
Tribes  , or  nations  shall  agree  to  desist 
from  111  hostilities  against  Hia  Britannic 


Majesty,  and  his  subjects, upon  the  ratifi* 
cation  ofthc  presenttrealy  being  notified 
to  such  tribes  or  hations,'and  shall  so'dc- 
sist  ai'cordinglv 

ARTICLE  THE  TENTH- 

Whereas  the  traffic  in  slaves  is  irre- 
concilable with  the  principles  of  hnman- 
ity  and  justice,  and  whereas  both  His 
Majesty  and  the  United  States  are  desi- 
rous of  continuing  their  efforts  to  promote 
its  entire  abolition,  it  is' hereby  agreed 
that  both  the  contractThg  pSl'ties  shall  use 
their  best  endeavors  to  accomplish  so 
desirable  an  object. 

ARTICLE  THE  ELEVENTH. 

This  Treaty,  when  the  same  shall 
have  been  ratified  on  both  sides,  with- 
out alteration  by  either  of  the  contracting 
parties,  and  the  ratifications  mutually  ex- 
changed, shall  be  binding  on  both  parties, 
and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged 
at  Washington,  in  the  space  of  four 
months  from  this  day,  or  sooner  if 
practicable 

In  faith  whereof,  we  the  respec- 
tive Plenipotentiaries  have  sign- 
ed this  treaty,  and  have  there- 
unto affixed  our  seals. 

Done,  in  triplicate,  at  Ghent,  the 
twenty-fourth  day  oi  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fourteen.

fully to  observe  and  fulfil  the  said  Treaty 
and  every  clause  and  article  thereof.
